During the war a man could have 
become a profiteer on a large «cale 
merely by betting that Ramsay Mc¬ 
Donald would some day, be Prime 
Minister. The odds would have been 
100 to 1. He had taken a course that 
was regarded as unpatriotic as well as 
unpopular. We, for one, have not 
changed our opinion on that point, but 
there was a general revulsion of feel¬ 
ing after the war. The extent of it 
may be judged by the very fact that 
Mr. McDonald did become Prime Min¬ 
ister, not once but twice. With peace, 
the war slogans went by the board. 
Contrary to the posters, the kiddies 
were not asking daddy what he did in 
the Great War, and the electors were 
not asking leaders or candidates what 
they did. Indeed a war record was in 
many places not a help but a hind¬ 
rance to electoral favor. 

t—t—t 

But the electors changed, so too did 
Mr. McDonald. Returned as a Labor- 
Socialist, he soon became as conserva¬ 
tive as Stanley Baldwin with whom he 
joined to form a national government 
to save the gold standard. He was as 
successful in that as Wilson was in 
keeping the United States out of the 
war. Under his Premiership, nothing 
radical was done or even introduced 
and he was no doubt glad to be in a 
position to assure his leftist followers 
that he had to rely on Liberal support 
to gam a majority in the House oi 
Commons. When he lined up with Con¬ 
servatives, he brought only a remnant 
of his party into the combination. 
When he was defeated in his constitu¬ 
ency and resigned he had the refusal 
of a peerage. Doubtless he regarded 
the refusal as a final sacrifice to prin¬ 
ciple. 

t-t-t ‘ e- 

He and Wilson were not the only- 
statesmen who went directly against 
the policies upon which they were giv¬ 
en power. Peel repealed the corn 
laws he was elected to maintain. For 
that he was driven from office by Dis¬ 
raeli who did nothing to restore the 
com laws. Gladstone switched on many- 
major policies, the hand of the Lord 
guiding him all the while. Lloyd 
George gained a sweeping victory but 
did not bring the ex-Kaiser to trial, let 
alone hang him. Stressing the -neces¬ 
sity for economy and retrenchment, 
Roosevelt gained power which he used 
to put into practice the very opposite 
programme. Canadian history is re¬ 
plete with examples of a similar sort, 
In opposition a party may inveigh 
against policies which in power it 
may not change. This is not to say 
that when in opposition that party was 
an “organized hypocrisy” as Disraeli 
called it. It only means that respon¬ 
sibility has a sobering effect upon ex-

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WHEN PIONEERS TAKE ISSUE 


The Vulcan Advocate 


When Old Timers’ associations step out of their genial, 
■social character to urge the governments to retain the R.C. 
M.P. as the policing force of the province, it is somethin} 
to command attention. Rarely, if ever before, have the 
pioneers, through their organizations, concerned them- 
•elves with any political developments within the province. 
They seem to follow the good old principle that most of the 
tempests of life are very transient, so why get excited. And 
in their lives, individually and as a unit, they seek serenity 
and friendly relationships. 

For this reason the resolutions in respect to the R.C.M.P. 
indicate the seriousness with which they view the advocat¬ 
ed change to a provincial police. 

In respect to the enforcement pf law and order, and the 
history of policing within the province, it must be conceded 
that the pioneers should be in position to know what is 
best. Their knowledge of R.C.M.P. work is practical, not 
based on the glamorous illusions which may be built up in 
some minds. They have seen a young and unrestricted 
country, brought into order and stability through the im¬ 
personal control of the force. They have also seen other 
systems of policing tried. And out of the fullness of their 
experience, they ask that the administration of the laws of 
the province which they founded, remain in control of R.C. 
M.P. Surely this is one instance in which the voice of ex¬ 
perience should be heeded. The old Timers do not repre¬ 
sent financi&l interests or Big Shots. They are plain people, 
few of whom'have much of this world’s goods. But all that 
is best in our modern Alberta life has been built upon their 
example and their standards. 

These advocated changes should be well examined before 
they are adopted. N. B. James, M.L.A. one of the govern¬ 
ment firibrands, is talking wildly at the moment on the 
judiciary. He thinks judges should be elected by popular

TIME TO TAKE STOCK 


It is not always pleasant to view oneself through the 
•yes of others. An article in the latest Maclean’s, written 
;y the assistant editor, is an impartial suivey of Alberta at 
the moment. It would be well for all of us to do a little 
lelf-seau-hing, to discover what truth lies in these observa¬ 
tions, and to what extent we, as individuals are contribut¬ 
ing to this unhappy picture. 

“Behind a facade of ‘business as usual’ is an emotional 
tension so foreign to the normal Canadian scene as to be

income and capital of $374,920. 

Income taken in totalled $12,393,326 
and payments on ordinary services to¬ 
talled $8,213,973, thus leaving a sur¬ 
plus oil income of $4,179,634.

$1,513,370, bringing cash surplus to
